Hit at College Trial

A white Decatur minister came under fire in the Georgia State 
College segregation trial Wednesday when testimony revealed he at- 
tested to the good character of a Negro he had never met but who 
was trying to enroll in the college. 


Edward Jacob Clements, an 
Atlanta Negro insurance under- 
‘writer, admitted under cross-ex- 
amination that a clergyman 
identified as the Rev. James L. 
Weldon of Decatur endorsed his 
application before the two of 
them had ever met. 


The signature of the clergy- 
man, a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, was intended 
to satisfy an entrance require- 
ment which calls for endorsement 
by two alumni of candidates for 
admission, testimony indicated. 

Clements, under re-direct ex- 
amination from plaintiffs’ attor- 
ney D. L. Hollowell, however, 


said that Fulton County Ordinary 
Eugene Gunby also did not know 
him and that Gunby said he 
would endorse the application if 
Clements could get signatures of 
two alumni. The requirement also 
calls for signatures of the ordi- 
nary or the clerk of Superior 
Court. 


Appearing as a witness for 
three Negro plaintiffs who charge 
they were discriminated against 
because of race when their cp- 
plications to the college were 
turned down, Clements said the 
Rev. Weldon had signed his ap-

WASHINGTON — President Eisenhower Wednes- 
day termed “reprehensible” the refusal of Alabama offi- 
cials to produce voting records for the Civil Rights 


Commission. 


“I think this is a rather sad 
sort of thing,” the President told 
his press conference, “because 
all the way around we are run- 
ning into this refusal of comply- 
ing with the basic laws of the 
land.” 


Eisenhower also disclosed that 
he would like to see the commis- 
sion’s life extended.. It is now 
scheduled to go out of business in 
September 1959. 


This comment came as some- 
thing of a surprise. There has 
been some talk at the capitoi 
about continuing the commission 
past its deadline, but until Wed- 
nesday neither the administra- 
tion nor the commission mem- 
bers had endorsed the idea. 


The President said the group 
had got off to a “slow start’ and 
was just now becoming “more 
factual and real.” 


The commission was created by 
Congress in the Civil Rights Act 
of 1957. It was given two years 
to investigate discrimination in 
voting and other aspects of na- 
tional life. The President is now

Reds Flying 
Atom Plane? 
Ike Scoffs 


By MERRIMAN SMITH 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Presi- 
dent Eisenhower scoffed Wednes- 
day at reports Russia had flown 
an atomic-powered plane. But he 
saw no reason to doubt the So- 
viets had an 8,700-mile ballistic 
missile with a five-megaton nu- 
clear warhead. 


The President said the United 
States possibly could produce an 
atomic plane now that would rise 
a few hundred feet. But he said 
U.S. scientists saw no point in 
such a trick since it would have 
no practical value. 


Discounting the Russian report, 
printed by Aviation Week maga- 
zine, Eisenhower told a news con- 
ference there was no intelligence 
information or reliable evidence 
of any kind that Russia had beat- 
en the United States in the A- 
plane race. 


On the other hand, he said he 
would not refute a second report, 
said to have been transmitted to 
him from Soviet Premier Nikita 
S. Khrushchev by Sen. Humphrey

Pruitt confessed to a series of 
holdups in Virginia and Maryland, 
and was known as a two-gun 
bandit who wielded twin Belgian- 
made pistols and wore a kerchief 
mask on his face. He was con- 
victed of murder, but his wife 
was acquitted. 


QUESTIONED PRUITT 


Alabama authorities questioned 
Priutt in Richmond from Nov. 
30 through Dec. 2, but the con- 
fession was not disclosed until 
now.

Then he 
said he obtained a pistol and be- 
gan looking for a likely victim to 
rob. 


“After driving around Phenix 
City a while, I parked my car 
and, taking the gun with me, be- 
gan walking. I walked about 
three or four blocks and came in 
view of a theater. There was a 
parking lot next to the theater 
and I noticed a singular person, 
a man walking intp the parking 
lot, so I walked in behind him. 


SUDDEN MOVES 


“I approached him just as he 
was entering a car. I pointed the 
gun at him and told him to keep 
quiet and not to make sudden 
moves. Instead of doing as I had 
ordered, he made a move with 
his hands, as if reaching for a 
gun, and I began firing at him. 


“Backing away and firing at 
the same time, I emptied the re- 
volver at him.”

Will Silence Solve 
School Problem? 


The principal of Grady High School, 
Roger Derthick, told a PTA meeting 
Tuesday night he does not believe At- 
lanta schools will be closed next year 
by the school segregation crisis. 


Mr. Derthick may be something of 
a seer. We hope he is. There is nothing 
for which we pray more devoutly than 
that the schools remain open. 


The principal, who also is president 
of the Atlanta Teachers Assn., said fur- 
ther that the suit pending in federal 
court is being tried ahead of time “in 
the newspapers and on the radio.” Must 
we surmise then, that he favors erecting 
a wall of silence about anything and 
everything relating to the issue until one 
fine morning when the crisis hits? 


The presiding judge in the case has 
promised to hear it and to render a de- 
cision early enough that all appeals can 
be completed by next September. We 
presume this includes appeals up to and 
including the U.S. Supreme Court. The 
course of action of the latter can be 
predicted from past decisions. 


Sen. Herman Talmadge has said the 
crisis will hit Atlanta and Georgia with 
full force by next fall. George Whitman 
Jr., chairman of the State Board cf Edu- 
cation, says all state schools probably 
will be affected by the end of the next 
school year. Under present Georgia laws, 
the private school plan can be tested. If 
the decisions are adverse, under these 
same laws the schools will be closed. 


We hope Mr. Derthick has more and 
better information than these gentlemen 
and certainly that he has more than we 
do. Until it is disclosed, however, PTAs 
and all other groups — including the 
teachers — had best consider the al- 
ternatives in education and make some 
plans about what can be done. 


As far as this newspaper is con- 
cerned, we intend to try to inform the 
public as best we can of the prospects 
for continuing public education as well 
as of the consequences of ending it. 

In the latter connection, we recom- 
mend that every citizen read the plea— 
carried elsewhere in the news columns 
of today’s paper—by a group of 160 of 
the state’s top scientists. They point out 
that the state, which has staked its fu- 
ture on science, already is having diffi- 
culty attracting top scientists because of 
the uncertainty. They are not newspapers 
or radio stations talking but a group 
of informed, concerned leaders. 


Everyone should be grateful to these 
scientists for speaking out. More, not 
less, open discussion is needed on this 
vital question. 


Sales Tax Collections 


Show Who Pays Most 


A healthy bounce-back from the re- 
cession is indicated in the rise of nearly 
49 million dollars in Georgia sales vol- 
ume for the third quarter of this year 
compared to a similar period of 1957. 

Although gains were recorded in 108 
counties, more than half of the increase 
was registered in Fulton, DeKalb, Cobb 
and Clayton counties. Their combined 
sales accounted for nearly 374 million 
dollars of the state’s total of $1,093,- 
741,020. 

This is further evidence of the rapid 
growth of the Atlanta metropolitan area. 
It also reflects the rate at which the area, 
for years the principal source of tax 
dollars, is contributing more and more 
annually to the State Treasury. 

The figures cited were based on de- 
posits of state sales-use tax collections, 
making it all the more ironic that the 
area which shells out the most in sales 
taxes is the one with the least represen- 
tation per capita and which is used &s a 
political whipping boy quite frequently.

These Cowardly Vermin

Out in California a murderer or group 
of murderers have bombed headquarters 
of an obscure religious sect, killing six 
persons. One of those slain was an 1l- 
month-old boy, one of 14 children esleep 
in the building. 


This is the first loss of life reported 
in the wave of terrorist bomb blasts 
throughout the country, mostly of schools 
and churches. Threats are reported daily 
against scores of others. Again one can 
only ask what type of individual can it 
be who slinks around in the night vent- 
ing his hatred against schools, places of 
worship and now the citizens themselves? 


If this lawlessness goes unchecked—as 
has been proved in this latest instance— 
empty buildings will not be the only cones 
subject to these cowardly attacks.

Alabama Officials Play 
Into Extremist Hands 


In his Wednesday press conference 
President Eisenhower deplored the “rep- 
rehensible” refusal of Alabama public of- 
ficials, or any others for that matter, 
to produce evidence about voter regis- 
tration. 


The President is right. If there are 
any who wish to argue about it, none 
would deny that the angry refusal is 
foolhardy and lacking in any thoughtful 
regard for the South. 


As a matter of fact, former Gov. John 
S. Battle, of Virginia, had preceded 
the President by two days in a gentle but 
firmly stated warning to Alabama of- 
ficials that they werein error and would 
aid the extremists in Congress who wish 
to pass punitive legislation. 

“IT am constrained to say,” said Gov. 
Battle, a strong segregationist on the 
committee, placed there by the President 
for that reason, “that officials of Alabama 
and certain counties lave made an error 
in doing that which appears to be en at- 
tempt to cover up their actions in rela- 
tion to the exercise of the ballot some 
people might have... the majority of 
the next Congress will not be friendly to 
the South and punitive legislation may be 
passed and this hearing used in the advo- 
cacy of it. Will you not reconsider 
... and not have it said by our own ene- 
mies that the people in Alabama were not 
willing to explain their conduct when 
requested to do so?” 

There can be no doubt that both Gov. 
Battle and the President, who said the 
same thing in different language, are 
correct. Southern extremists, trying to 
outdo their counterparts in the North, 
continue to play into the hands of their 
enemies. Day by day some political leader 
in the South makes the statements of 
some Northern critic seem correct. The 
same sort of extremist folly brought on 
the War Between the States. Alabama’s 
leadership and any other which engages 
in the folly of cutting off its nose to spite 
its face is not loyal to the South’s best in- 
terests. 

Virginia’s former Gov. Battle has told 
them as much. 

But if they will not heed him they 
will heed no one and the tragedy will 
have to be played out to the bitter end.

to live in the South, the other six 
generations having sprung from 
points as far north as Boston, 
Mass. One aspect of the current 
school dispute puzzles me and I 
am writing in the hope that my 
Southern friends more intimately 
acquainted with this great region 
can enlighten me.

tans must have been! But they 
had their reasons. Christmas fall- 
ing on a weekday detracted, they 
thought, from the significance 
of the Sabbath, which was the 
Lord’s Day.

control and manage the operation 
of the public schools.” 


Commenting on the letter, Pur-

Murphy, reading from the en- 
dorsement certificate on the ap- 
plication, asked Clements if he 
meant that the clergyman: had 
certified he was “personally ac- 
quainted with the applicant” and 
that “the applicant is of good 
character” and able to pursue 
the course of study.

Wives of “furloughed” Eastern Airlines. pilots 
claim it’s nice to have a man around the house—but 


not on a permanent basis. 


Cooking three meals a 
day, wondering how to keep 
their airborne hubbies occupied 
with chores around the house 
and keeping up the male mo- 
rale are a few of the problems 
confronting the wives of pres- 
ently unemployed spouses.

Al Capone To Live 


Againon Playhouse

One St. Valentine’s Day more than 29 years ago, 
an undesirable character named Al Capone hired four 
men who had guns and who were willing to travel 
to come to Chicago to perform a job for him. 


The four guns for hire did go 
to Chicago and they did carry 
out Big Al's assignment—only 
they made one 
big mistake. 

Al had told 
them he want- 
= ed them to ex- 

, terminate the 
mm leader of a 
' rival gang 

; named “Bugs” 
Moran and six 
of his boys. 
Through a case 
of mistaken 
identity, the 
guumen failed to get “Bugs” — 
rubbing out, instead, a man who 
looked very much like him. 


This case of mistaken identi- 
ty in the most infamous gang- 
land killing of all times—the St. 
Valentine’s Day massacre— 
touched off an all-out war be- 
tween Capone and Moran and 
it touched off a civic explosion 
which ultimately jailed Capone, 
Moran and most of their hench- 
men . 


I won't attempt to tell the 
whole story of that mass killing 
because Playhouse 90 is going 
to do just that in its special 
presentation tonight at 9:30 p.m. 
on Channel 5 and CBS-TV. 


But, I thought you might be 
interested in some of the back- 
ground to that gangland massa- 
cre which still is regarded as 
the most shocking event in the 
notorious prohibition-era of the 
underworld. 


The one mistake the boys 
made, when they failed to rec- 
ognize that Moran was not 
among the sev- 
en men who 
were lined up 
against a wall 
in a Chicago 
garage, was 
possibly the 
greatest séerv- 
ice they could 
have per- 
formed for the 
people of Chi- 
cago and 
America. 


Al Capone 

It is a pity that they died be- 
fore they realized the full sig- 
nificance of their deed. Only a 
few months after the slugs tore

TWO OF THEM, John Scalisi

and who masqueraded by wear- 
ing police uniforms, were shot 
to death in a manner reminis- 
cent of the killing in which they 
participated. 


Moran, the target for the 
massacre, died in obscurity in 
Leavenworth prison while serv- 
ing a sentence for a minor bank 
robbery. Once one of the na- 
tion’s most notorious figures 
and second only to Capone in 
power, he was buried in the

prison cemetery. No mourners | 


were present. 


Capone, who instigated the 
plot, so aroused public indigna- 
tion that his criminal empire 
collapsed around him. He spent 
more than half of his rémain- 
ing 18 years in federal peni- 


tentiaries—some of this time | 


being spent in the Atlanta fed- 
eral pen. 


In 1947, less than two weeks 
before the 18th anniversary of 
the massacre, his mind gone 
and his body ravaged by dis- 
ease, Capone died in his sleep. 

But, for a case of mistaken 
identity, Capone and Moran 
might yet be plying their mis- 
erable trade in Chicago.
